This suit was brought by Estes & Lauriat, in 1880, to test the validity 
of their right, acquired by assignment from James Johnston of London, to 
the exclusive use of the title or name “ CHATTERBOX,” as applied to 
books of a juvenile character, and after a long and vigorous contest in the 
. United States Circuit Court at New York City, judgment was rendered in 
» their favor, and a perpetual injunction ordered to issue against the defend- 
ants, restraining them from the use of the name or title ‘““CHATTERBOX,” 

and they were also ordered to account for damages done by their use of the 
said trade-mark. 


It was not claimed that the defendants could be prevented from publish- 
ing any matter that was not copyrighted, but it was claimed and the Court 
held, that the name ‘‘CHATTERBOX” was a distinguishing characteristic 
| adopted and used by Johnston, the English proprietor, in connection with a 
series of juvenile books. published by him, and that thereby he became en- 
titled to the exclusive right to use the word in that manner, which right he 
had assigned to Estes & Lauriat for the United States and Canada. 


The Court in its decision when referring to the publication says: ‘‘ There 
is work in these publications aside from the ideas and conceptions. John- 
ston was not the writer of the articles, nor the designer of the pictures com- 
posing the books, but he brought them out in this form. The name indicates 
this work. The defendants by putting this name to their work, in bringing 
out the same style of book, indicate that their work is his. This renders the 
work less remunerative, and while continued is a continuing injury, which 
it is the peculiar province of a Court of Equity to prevent. These principles 
are discussed, settled, and applied in McLean vs. Fleming, 96, U. S., 245.” 


Estes & Lauriat will bring out the new “CHATTERBOX’”’ for 1884 as 
usual for the Holidays, and they take this method of giving notice generally, 
and to those parties especially who during the pendency of this suit have 
been publishing juvenile works under the name or title of “ CHATTERBOX”’ 
either with or without other words coupled therewith, that they propose to 
‘pply to the Courts for protection against any and all such infringements 
“pon their rights, and recompense for the damages occasioned thereby.

Messrs. B. WESTERMANN & Co. have issued 
the following circular and letter, which explain 
themselves : 


New York, Aug. 22, 1884. 

Dear Str: We took occasion recently to 
address to you a petition to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, asking for a reversal of recent de- 
cisions which make periodicals other than the 
current numbers dutiable again, notwithstanding 
the tariff law of March 3, 1883, which makes all 
periodicals and newspapers free. Should you 
not have received it, we shall be glad of mailing 
you another copy. 

We have to-day again occasion to acquaint 
you with another vexatious decision of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, regarding the importa- 
tion of books free of duty for college and public 
libra ries 

The practice hitherto was that a written order 
from the librarian had to be filed with every entry, 
supported by our own oath, that such books 


were imported for colleges, etc. The secretary 
now requires for every book of twenty-five cents or 
a hundred dollars an affidavit, sworn to by the 
college president. The importer has to swear his 
own oath besides all these affidavits, although 
the secretary, in a previous decision, declares 
that the importers’ oath shallin no case be taken 
as evidence in such transactions. There is 
clearly something wrong at Washington, but it 
is not in our power to have those decisions 
changed. We doubt not, however, that if the 
college presidents, librarians, and professors 
would each individually remonstrate against such 
rulings and point out the impracticability and 
most vexatious imposition thereof, that some- 
thing might be accomplished and matters so ar- 
ranged that New York importers are not debarred 
from furnishing, promptly and without onerous 
requisitions, foreign books to college and school 
libraries duty free. 

Since the new order took effect, we have been 
obliged to pay duties on all such books, to pro- 
cure the necessary oaths at great expense of 
labor, to file them afterward and apply for the 
return of such duties paid, a very circumstantial 
and unjust proceeding. The officers of the 
custom house at New York themselves are 
satisfied that the modus operandi as heretofore 
in use worked quite satisfactorily, but the 
officials at Washington seem bent on throwing 
as many obstacles in the way of the pursuit of 
learning as they can think of. Our proposition 
to the secretary would be this: ‘‘ That out of 
every ten items of free-of-duty books on any one 
invoice the collector, at his discretion, should 
point out one for which the written order of the 
librarian, or, if it must be done, the sworn order 
should be produced, all other items to be passed 
free upon the strength of the importers’ oath, 
assuming them to be correct, if the every tenth 
iS sO proven by the production of the order. 
This same principle is applied to the examination 
of all goods, and of every ten packages on one 
invoice one is examined and, if found correct, all 
others are passed without examinations.” It is 
to be assumed that one man’s oath is as good as 
another's, although the secretary seems to put 
no faith in an importer’s oath; but he has no 


right, we think, to rule as he has done, which, in | 


many cases, would make it cheaper to pay duty 
than to procure sworn orders, as he now de- 
mands.

A LITERARY AND SCIENTIFIC CLEAR- 
ING-HOUSE. 
From the Paper Werld, August. 


IT is not generally known that the Smithsonian 
Institution is the greatest literary and scientific 
clearing-house in the world, yet such is the fact. 
Its scope in this field is universal. Any person 
can send there any number of copies of a publi- 
cation, addressed as desired, and the institution 
sees that they are delivered without cost to the 
sender. An American author can thus distribute 
an edition of a learned treatise through all 
foreign countries, near and remote, as well as 


his own, while foreign writers can, in turn,

Practi- 
cally the exchanges are made in most cases 
between societies rather than individuals, and 
some idea can be gained of the proportions of 
the work from the fact that the institution has 
now about 3200 foreign societies or agents with 
which it is in regular correspondence. Ten 


reach everv learned society and student in 


| wears ago there were only 1955, while in 1850 


the institution was in communication with only 
173. For the sake of convenience the 3200 
regular correspondents are reached through 38 
**centres of distribution,’’ as they are called, 
these being bureaus, societies, or individuals 
authorized to act as its agents in the various 
countries of the world. Generally the agent is a 
government bureau or a learned society of semi- 
official standing. 

In return for the large shipments of American 
publications the Exchange Bureau _ receives 
copies of nearly all the scientific works of the 
world as soon as printed, and distributes them 
as desired among our own learned bedies and 
individuals. This constitutes the second of the 
functions of the Exchange. A third and final 
duty of great magnitude is what is called the 
Government Exchange. In 1868 Congress di- 
rected the Smithsonian to undertake this office, 
and the work has grown until now, by act of 
Congress, 50 compkete sets of public documents 
are furnished the bureau for distribution among 


| the various governments of the civilized world. 


It might be surmised that the cost of making 
such extensive exchanges would be very great, 
but the expense is surprisingly small. The cost 


| of boxing and wrapping is chiefly borne by those 


who send the packages. By special arrange- 
ment the parcels enter this and all countries duty 
free. And, through the public spirit of the great 
carrying companies, the boxes are transported 
to and from all parts of the world free of 
expense.
